PRAY AND GROW RICH

OUR FATHER 
Prayer overheard at bedtime: 
Lord make me big! 


Those were the words little 
Jimmy’s parents heard him say 
as they “sneaked” into his room 
to “eavesdrop” on his prayers. 


In the First Century, Jesus 
challenged his disciples with the 
colossal and almost impossible 
task of changing the world. They 
knew they needed power and 


- sensed that there was some kind 


of connections between Jesus’ 
ability to bring about positive 
change in people’s lives and his 
practice of constant prayer. 


So one day they said to Jesus, 
“Lord, teach us to pray.” And 
he did, by giving them the 
simple, beautiful and meaningful 
pattern found in Matthew 
6:9-13 and Luke 11:1-4. A close 
look at that pattern might help 
us discover how we can think big 
thoughts and live big lives of 
love and service. 


The Big Idea: 


God is the father of the whole 
human race. Therefore all of us, 
his children, Are sisters and 
brothers. To recognize that fact 
and to live by it Is to move 
toward spiritual maturity. 


“Our Father.” Of course these 
words are addressed to God. But 
there are many gods. There is 
Aristotle’s ‘“Unmoved Mover;” 
Benjamin Franklin’s deistic or 
“clock-winder” god, as well as 
the popular “Santa Claus” god 
whom we call on for special gifts 
and the “Man Upstairs” type 


god who is largely ignored 
except in times of severe crisis. 
There is also the “great tyrant” 
god who is waiting to “pounce” 
vengefully upon his subjects for 
the slightest infraction of his 
laws, and the great “Vampire” 
god who is always calling for 
more and more blood. 


Jesus rejected these gods. To 
him, God is an_ all-wise, 
all-powerful and _all-loving 
Father. Jesus acknowledged that 
his Father had other roles, 
sometimes as judge or king, but 
when he prayed, he always 
talked to God as a very intimate 
companion--his heavenly 
“daddy.”

VI. THE IMPORTANCE 
‘OF CATHARSIS 


Emotional catharsis is a crucial 
part of nearly all types of 
counseling. This experience is 
also called abreaction, emotional 
ventilation, and the “releasing 
expression.” Certainly one of 
the significant goals of any 
counseling experience is to bring 
into the open those thoughts 
and attitudes, those feelings and 
emotionally charged impulses, 
which center around the 
problems and conflicts of the 
individual. Generally speaking, 
the various counseling methods 
are distinguished by what occurs 
AFTER catharsis. 


How does the pastor encourage 
emotional release? In general, by 
listening and responding to 
feelings. More specifically, the 
following approaches tend to 
facilitate catharsis:

at the expense of the other it 
becomes a caricature or even a 
heresy. Today, methods in the 
church receive so much emphasis 
that we have reached a place of 
great danger. The Bible says 
little about method but dwells 
continually upon principle. This 
is why the biblical church has 
been so adaptable, flourishing 
both in highly civilized societies 
and in primitive tribes. 


A few years ago I wrote a book 
based on the biblical principles 
of world missions, called Man’s 
Peace, God’s Glory. Later, I 
co-authored another book, titled 
Missions in Crisis. It dealt with 
current events and outlined steps 
to be taken to present the 
Gospel in the contemporary 
context. It became quite popular 
and a reprint was ordered. 


Shortly afterwards, during a visit 
to Japan, I was presented with a 
copy of my first book, newly 
translated into Japanese. I asked 
my Japanese brothers why they

had chosen this one, since many 
excellent books on missions had 
been published in the interim, 
and my later books on missions 
seemed to have been more 
successful. My host replied, 
“‘Books such as Missions in Crisis 
are concerned with problems, 
events, methods and men. All 
will soon pass away. Your book 
dealt with principles—these will 
never pass away.” 


What is our focus? 


In recent years the words of my 
dear Japanese friend have 
burned deeper and deeper into 
my mind. Today the evangelical 
church is choking on_ its 
preoccupation with methods. In 
a word, the focus is on self, not 
on God and His glory. 


One organization uses four steps 
to lead people to Christ. It not 
only presses people to use the 
steps but even copyrights them! 
A book is written about the ten 
churches that raise the biggest 
missionary offerings. Another 
extols the ten churches with a 
remarkably successful 


| evangelistic program. And now 


there’s a movie about this 


| church, too, so that people from 


coast to coast can be persuaded 
to copy its methods. 


In our mission work we assume 
that God’s supreme purpose in 
the world is to save men, and 
accordingly we emphasize 
methods that promise _ to 
accomplish this. The fact is, 
however, that God’s supreme 
purpose is to glorify Himself. 


Yet we continue to saturate our 
missionary trainees with 
methods. In most cases the 
Apostle Paul would not have 
been accepted by our mission 
schools or our mission boards. 
When we bring a person from 
overseas for training in the West, 
he rarely returns home knowing 
more about God; rather he 
returns knowing more about the 
ingenuity of man. 


Some time ago I was given 
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HEBREWS 1:1-5: 


“God, who at sundry times and 
in divers manners spake unto the 
fathers by the prophets, 


Hath in these last days spoken 
unto us by his Son, whom he 
hath appointed heir of all things, 
by whom also he made the 
worlds; 


Who being the brightness of his 
glory, and the express image of 
his person, and upholding all 
things by the word of his power, 
when he had by himself purged 
our sins, sat down on the right 
hand of the Majesty on high; 


Being made so much better than 
the angels, as he hath by 
inheritance obtained a more 
excellent name than they. 


For unto which of the angels 
said he at any time, Thou art my 
son, this day have I begotten 
thee? And again, I will be to him 
a Father, and he shall be to me a 
Son?”

In this message we are not trying 
to teach you our thoughts, but 
we are bringing to you the 
written word of God. 


ST. JOHN 20:30-31: 


“And many other signs truly did 
Jesus in the presence of his 
disciples, which are not written 
in this book: 


But these are written, that ye 
might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God; and that 
believing ye might have life 
through his name.” 


We believe that according to the 
word of God, Jesus is the Son of 
God. He is not His own Father. 
Jesus is the only one that had an 
earthly mother and a heavenly 
Father. The angel Gabriel was 
sent to the virgin Mary, and this 
is the record: St. Luke 1:26-35: 


“And in the sixth month the 
angel Gabriel was sent from God 
unto a city of Galilee, named 
Nazareth. 


To a virgin espoused to a man 
whose name was Joseph, of the 
house of David; and the virgin’s 
name was Mary. 


And the angel came in unto her, 
and said, Hail, thou that art 
highly favoured, the Lord is with 


thee: blessed art thou among 
women. 


And when she saw him, she was 
troubled at his saying, and cast 
in her mind what manner of 
salutation this should be. 


And the angel said unto her, 
Fear not, Mary: for thou hast 
found favour with God.

But to desire another man’s wife 
or another woman’s husband 
would be sin, for that is not 
given to us of God, but of the 
devil. John 8:44. 


Marriage is honorable in all and 
at all times unto the coming of 
the Lord Jesus. God’s will is for 
the young women to marry and 
bear children. I Tim. 5:4. And it 
is no sin for them to marry and 
bear children. 


Well, if a woman is past the 
flower of the age to bear 
children, would it be sin for her 
to marry? And need so require, 
let him do what he will, he 
sinneth not; let them marry. I 
Cor. 7:36. No, the word says if 
she is past the flower of age. 


A man gives his virgin in 
marriage doeth well. But he that 
giveth her not in marriage doeth 
better. I Cor. 7:38. 


A widow is a liberty to marry to 
whom she will if the husband be 
dead, but only in the Lord. 
Verse 39. But the young widows 
refuse, for when they begin to 
wax wanting against the Lord 
they will marry.

This is what the young 
widow will refuse to do, and 
then she will marry out of the 
order of God, and thisis what 
condemns her. 


God’s word says: “Neither shalt 
thou make marriages with them. 
Thy daughter thou shalt not give 
unto his son, nor his daughter 
shalt thou take unto thy son. 
Duet. 7:3. 


The Jews got mixed up in that 
sin, and had to separate from the 
strange woman, to get right with 
God. Ezra. 2. So it is 
uncleanliness for a believer to 
marry an unbeliever. So in the 
New Testament times we are 
forbidden to mix up with 
unbelievers in marriage. I Cor. 
6:14-18. 


Some say “That if you marry or 
have children they will not be 
ready to be taken up to be with 
the Lord, or at the marriage of 
the Lamb?” 


Just here I want to say: No flesh 
and blood in nor out of the 
grave will go up to meet the 
Lord in the air. But all in the 
graves and out of the graves 
must be changed: for flesh and 
blood cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God, neither doth 
corruption inherit incorruption. 


“Behold I show you a mystery, 
we Shall all sleep, but we shall all 
be changed.” I Cor. 15:50-55. 


The dead in Christ are to rise 
first, then we which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air. And so shall we ever be with 
the Lord. I Thess. 4:15-16, 


How to love the wife. Prov. 
5:18-11 says: Let thy fountain 
be blessed and rejoiced with the 
wife of thy youth. Let her 
breasts satisfy thee at all times, 
and be ravished always with her

It is the doctrines of the devils 
to forbid to marry, for God has 
commanded to marry. When one 
accepts the doctrine of the devils 
to teach others the same, then 
the seducing spirit will appear

I 
have seen men who have told me 
of some of the work of these 
filthy spirits. How they would 
use them in the night, or when 
they would lie down. It was 
awful to hear them tell the story 
of this filthy work. The seducing 
spirits use their bodies, sick or 
well.

While in 
Hartford, Connecticut, he

August of 1938, found Bishop 
Williams in Ansonia,.

He was impressed of the 
Lord to conduct a 28 night 
revival and in that revival came 
28 more souls. This church, 
from these humble beginnings 
and under Bishop Williams 
capable leadership, is now 
established in the heart of the 
city.

That 
facility is valued at over 300 
thousand dollars. Later in 1938, 
the late Father Christmas, 
General Superintendent of the 
Sunday School Department, was 
failing in health.

In 1944, the late Bishop C. H.

Secondly, the phrase, “Our 
Father” tells us that Jesus 
perceived the source of all life to 
be spiritual.

“Our Father’ also means that 
each.of the children carries the 
family resemblance. In each 
human child the image is 
somewhat marred and, in some, 
it is severely distorted. But it is 
always there. And one of the 
great purposes of religion is the 
reaffirmation and the restoration 
of the image of God in 
individuals and in society. This is 
the task to which many persons 
both inside and outside of the 
Christian religion have dedicated 
their lives. 


Finally, the phrase “‘Our Father” 
was one of Jesus’ ways of telling 
the disciples that their 
relationship to God, the source 
of life, put at their disposal the 
resources of life. It was his way 
of saying that life is rich, 
therefore poverty, though 
existentially real, is essentially 
optional. 


At that moment, the disciples 
were oppressed, despised and 
apparently powerless against 
their Roman conquerors. But 
Jesus was reminding them, in the 
form of prayer, that they had 
access to doors of possibility 
that no man could shut, and that 
even in their oppression they 


were more powerful than their 
oppressors. 


Jesus was telling them that the 
universe was created and is 
controlled by a _ Spiritual 
Personality who is the essence of 
goodness and power, and that 
although the forces of evil are 
present and powerful, their 
existence and triumph is 
temporary. 


To pray, “Our Father,”’ then, is 
to affirm that God is for us. And 
if God is for us, then not all of 
the negative forces in the 
universe can be victorious 
against us. 


This is my Father’s world O let 
me ne’er forget That though the 
wrong Seems oft so strong God 
is the ruler yet. 


God created us, he loves us and 
calls us his ehildren. Our 
progress toward spiritual 
maturity is directly related to 
our willingness to acknowledge 
him as Father and to love his 
children as our sisters and 
brothers.

responsibility for speaking at a 
great congress on evangelism. 
Beforehand one of the best 
known youth leaders in the 
world urged me not to talk 
about motives. I was stunned 
and asked why he had this 
concern. “Because I have a 
method for leading men to God. 
It works and therefore it must 
be the sovereign will of God.” I 
was so amazed that I had a most 
remarkable experience—I was 
lost for words. 


“If it works it must be of God.” 
A handy, all-purpose slogan, 
suited for the board room of 
McDonald’s Hamburger chain 
and for all kinds of political 
deals! But what a perversion for 
the “kings and priests of God!” 


The real problem is that we have 
become so man-centered that we 
are blind to the importance of 
keeping God central. As a result, 
we copy business methods that 
are extremely bad taste and act 
as if we, armed with the latest 
copyrighted approach, can lead a 
person to God. But, of course, 
only God can lead a person to 
Himself. 


Our chief purpose is not to help 
man. The Bible teaches that our 
top priority is to glorify God. 
Until we realize this we shall 
think in terms of statistics, men 
and methods. Instead, let us be 
obsessed with the Lord Himself, 
“to whom be glory for ever and 
ever. Amen.”
